$1,465.62. During the year there was expended $3,144.50, 
accounted for as above, and the state expenditures for sur- 
veying etc., $90.59, making the total expenditure $3,235.09, 
leaving a balance in the state treasury of $219.29, and in 
the town treasury $11.23, making a balance unexpended of 
$230.53 to be carried to next year’s account. 

The price paid for labor was $1.50 per day of nine hours, 
and $4.00 per day for two horse teams.

Before closing our report we wish to express the opinion 
that the past method of voting to makea tax rate of $1.55 on 
a hundred dollars of valuation for all purposes, regardless 
of the amount of valuation,is not the best method of making 
our appropriation, but that the appropriation should be a 
fixed sum which would not be affected by the increase or 
decrease of valuation. Last year the amount raised for all 
purposes at the rate of $1.55 was $15,571.01. Owing to the 
increase in our state tax of over $1,500 it will be neces- 
sary to raise at least $17,000 this year to be on an equal 
footing with last year.

Report of Superintendent of Schools 


February I, 1909. 
To. the Supervisory Board of The Tilton-Union-Northfield 
District: 

There are many things of interest concerning the schools 
under my charge during the past five months which I take 
great pleasure in bringing to the attention of the district, 
and it will be remembered that when I use the word dzstrict 
I mean the whole supervisory district over which I work. 

There is no district in New Hampshire more admirably 
situated for great advance in school work than this one: 
first, because the geographical and political adjustment 
makes the people throughout one people, interested in all 
that appertains to school life in all parts of Tilton and 
Northfield alike; second, because these people take, each 
and all, a great personal interest in the work, and look for- 
ward to the very best schools for these children within the 
limits of the whole district. 

‘““‘Why can’t we combine these districts and get all our 
schools in line with the Union School?’’ Don’t you think 
the Tilton people would join with us and make a big Union 
District of it?’’? ‘‘What would the Northfield and Union 
people say to coming together and having our schools un- 
der one head, and combine them into good sized schools?’’ 
These questions and a hundred like them are what I have 
met on every hand. 

Can it be doubted then for an instant that the time is 
ripe to consider in an immediate and ‘practical way the 
bringing about of this very thing? Not many years ago the 
people of the Union District made a great effort and built 
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_the school that now bears testimony to their foresight: 
This school was to serve certainly throughout their lives 
for all who wished to come. ‘Today the Union School is 
without suitable accomodations for those who wish to at- 
tend. An addition to the Union School is not practicable. 
The best and only real solution to the question is that pro- 
posed by Mr. O. G. Motrison, chairman of the Union Board. 
Combine the whole District and build a new Union School 
somewhere above the location now used for town school, 
No. 4, on the Tilton side. 

With this I will leave it, reminding the district that this 
is no plan of mine, but something which has been called to 
my attention repeatedly by members of all the boards, and 
many of the citizens all over the supervisory district. The 
desire for organization seems almost unanimous. We ought 
to be ready to act on this within a year or two at most. 


UNION SCHOOL 


My main work here has been to get acquainted with the 
work which is being done and with the teachers and pupils 
who are doing it. My greatest effort has been to help the 
pupils of the upper grades to find their way a little easier 
in some cases. There were several pupils who found the 
work leading to the regular diploma either too hard or not 
profitable in that particular case, so the Board voted to al- 
low a special diploma to those who did: not do the regular 
work, but who gave evidence of having faithfully followed 
out the work required of them and having been prompt and 
regular in attendance. 

The spirit which prevails in the school is most excellent; 
keeping the pupils up to a high average of attendance and 
making the work go pleasantly and profitably for both pu- 
pils and teachers. In general we may say that the school 
is performing the work expected of it with a large degree of. 
_ success. 
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TILTON TOWN 


- On the Tilton side a community which has already learn- 
ed the happy results of centralization in a small way will 
not be slow to continue in this good work. It was with re- 
gret that the Board voted last year to close the new school 
at the Highlands and convey the children to the number 4 
school, but the result has clearly proved that they made no 
mistake, and not only is the Board, but the Highland Dis- 
trict to be greatly congratulated on their willingness to send 
the children to the town school. One girl has already sav- 
ed a year certainly in arriving at graduation, and perhaps 
far more than that. All the school children will progress 
so as to save that time or more, and will be far better pre- 
pared for studies higher up. They enjoy that great social 
benefit gained from daily contact with children and others 
inthe town. They can ride protected from the weather 
from their own door to the school door, and be no longer on 
the road than formerly when they walked to the local school. 
They can have a better teacher, enjoy a larger program of 
studies, and enter into the competition with others in their 
own grade, one of the greatest influences in school life. 
The demand is now strong to take the next step. The 
number 4 School is not satisfactory to the Board nor to many 
of the citizens, who have spoken to me regarding it. The 
Sanborn Road School comes under the same criticism. It 
is neither according to modern ideas in construction, in 
good repair, nor is it situated within easy reach of many of 
its pupils. A very simple means of settling the whole ques- 
tion has been brought to my attention more than once and 
supported by others who have considered it. The ‘Tilton 
Town District is not poor. It’s children are not provided 
with suitable schools. There is only one thing to do, and 
that is to build a new school somewhere east of the present 
No. 4 School, and transport the children trom Sanborn road 
locality and the children along the State road, as has been 
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done with the Highland District. The cost of this need 
not be large, but it should be so built that it could be easily 
enlarged, and must stand on a spacious plot, for this school 
will, within a short time be the new Union School and will 
need plenty of room to grow. 

To any who would doubt the reason for thus closing fer- 
manently the Highland and Sanborn road schools, wé have 
only to point out the facts regarding their geographical po- 
sition. Is there any good reason to suppose that for many 
years to come there will be any large increase in the child- 
ren in such districts? Obviously there is not; but on the 
other hand there is every reason to suppose that the village 
districts will be more and more populated, as the railroad, 
the state road, and the water power increasingly cause our 
town to grow as it has in the past ten years. While the 
Union School has been growing by leaps and bounds,these 
sections have not grown at all, or have fallen back. Sev- 
eral pupils are now attending at Sanborn road who really 
should be at Kast Tilton. The only true way to cause these 
districts to prosper is to offer their children as good an edu- 
cation as any in the country, which we can thus do well 
enough. Then ambitious people will be glad to live and 
bring up their children on farms. 

So far as I can judge from what is said to me this plan is 
not a matter in the vague future, but one which a majority 
would like to see carried into effect at once. Then, when 
the District is joined with the other districts, no false step 
will have been taken and we shall all be so much ahead. 

I should strongly advise against including East Tilton in 
any plan for a central school. Although this school had 
but an average attendance of 23.44 during the last term I 
do not believe this is any indication whatever of the atten- 
dance which it would have today if educational possibili- 
ties were made more attractive there, nor do I have the 
slightest doubt that a little effort in building up this end of 
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the town will fail to result in a large and prosperous school, 
with a prosperous, rapidly-growing village. Nature has 
left nothing out, and human agencies have contributed the 
railroad and state road to help in making this a rich and 
prosperous village. At present the resources are hardly 
touched. 

Tilton must be willing to invest soretiines in the: future 
here. She must be willing to spend money liberally not on- 
ly in school improvements but in other improvements and 
she will reap a good reward for her investment. 

Regarding the school itself I am hardly ready ‘to speak 
definitely. In general I should suggest digging a cellar, 
installing a heating plant, cutting away trees from the rear, 
adding proper toilet arrangements, and separating the build- 
ing into two rooms, possibly by a draw partition, which 
could’ be raised to use it as one room if necessary. Frank- 
lin has just completed a school of this general plan, and any 
one interested can see it in the coming report. 

I hope that the Tilton district will endorse the action of the | 
Board in sending all the 7th and 8th grade pupils in the 
Town District to the Union School until we have proper ar- 
rangements for them. At present there are but six. there 
under this arrangement, and there is no immediate prospect 
of any more. By sending them there we not only relieve 
our district school teachers of a seventh and eighth grade, 
having only one or two pupils, but send the pupils where 
they are under a teacher doing specially the work of those 
grades. It is needless tosay that no teacher can do good 
work in preparing children for high school and not neglect 
to acertain extent the younger children, while it is very 
slow work for a pupil to work alone on such study without 
the companionship and stimulation of others. 

In closing let me refer to Mr. Summner’s report of last year 
and suggest with him that the work of the superintendent 
would be greatly facillitated by a central office, where the
